Beatings of USS Pueblo crew- 
men were stepped up when their 
North Korean captors learned 
that a widely circulated photo- 
graph-supposedly showing the 
U.S. sailors in good health and 
spirits-contained gestures of 
contempt, two of the crew say. 


Charles Benton Law Jr., 27, a 


quartermaster first class, and 
Lee Roy Hayes, 26, a radioman, 
detailed a story of continuous 
beatings to • news conference 


The B surviving Pueblo crew- 


men were freed from 11 months 
in a North Korean prison com- 
pound and flown here for a 
Christmas Eve reunion with 
their families. Law and Hayes 
were the first permitted by the 


Navy to tell their stories public- 
ly in detail. 


The picture of supposedly con* 


tented prisoners sent worldwide 
by the North Koreans gave rise 
to speculation and skeptism at 
the time about treatment of the 
Americans. 


Law said of the finger ges- 


tures: "We wanted to let every- • 
body in the United States know" 
that the impression the North 
Koreans wanted the photo to 
give was untrue. 


Law said he, Hayes and the 


others used "internationally 
known gestures" which the Ko- 
rean propagandists overlooked. 
Once they did find out, however, 
the men said, the beatings in- 
creased.

per, Cmdr. Lloyd M. Bucher, 
that the Pueblo crew was ter- 
rorized and beaten by the North 
Koreans.

Probe Oidered 


As the two men spoke at San

of Defense Clark M. Clifford 
was ordering Secretary of Navy 
Paul Ignatius to conduct an in- 
quiry into the crew's treatment 
by North Korea. 


A few hours later, Sen. Rich- 


ard B. Russell, D-Ga., said at 
Winder, Ga., that be felt the 
crew should have scuttled the 
intelligence ship rather than let 
its secret equipment fall into en- 
emy hands. 


"I want to see just what or- 


ders the commander was giv- 
en," Russell, chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, said in an Interview with 
Atlanta radio and television sta- 
tion WSB. 


The Navy declined comment. 
Russell also said, "Those men 


are being hailed as heros. They 
are heroes in the sense that they 
survived the imprisonment. But 
they did sign a great many 
statements teat did not reflect 
any great heroism IP. my mind.

22. His jaw was broken "about 
six or seven tunes," he said, 
"and I was kicked in the sto- 
mach and the groin and on 
kneecaps." 


He said the crewmen were 


beaten if they were caught 
praying. Asked what the North 
Koreans thought about religion, 
Hayes said, "Well, they'd say 
the Russians shot down God 
with a rocket and be didn't exist 
anymore.

Dietrich said a picture taken 


by the Apollo 8 crew of a large 


crater showed parallel fault 
ripping through it from one sid 
to the other, a feature called 
"graben" on Earth. 


Dietrich said there were rillei 


meandering rivers or streams 
"at first glance," but that scien 
tists are divided about whether 
they were caused by water. 


"I personally think that if wa 


ter had any effect, it was only 
minor," he said.

cracked features on the moon's 
surface, he said, is that they are 
caused by mud drying and se 
>arating. 
"I personally dislike that ex- 


>lanation," he said. 
The scientist said no explana- 


tion has been found for the faint 
color which has shown up in 
some of the Apollo 8 photo- 
graphs of the moon which the 
space agency has released.

Dietrich said the processing oi 


the film has been eliminated as 
a source of the color, but it's be 
ieved it could have come from 
a temporary coating of the 
spacecraft windows. 


All the surface, he said, is 


probably like the "dirty beach 
sand" the astronauts described.

He said there was little that 


was surprising in the lunar film 
brought back by the Apollo 8 as- 
tronauts. He said many ques- 
tions about the moon had been 
answered by pictures from Lu- 
nar Orbiter satellites, which 
earlier circled the moon, and 
Surveyor, which soft-landed on 
the surface. 


He said the Apollo 8's pictures 


of the backside were much bet- 
ter than those from Orbiter, 
which flew an eliptical path and 
was very high above the lunar 
backside. 


"The astronauts gave us what 


we asked for on content," Die- 
trich said, but the volume of the 
photos will require weeks of 
study before their precise scien- 
tific value can be established. 


Also to be studied are the re- 


ports from the astronauts who 
are spending eight hours each 
day meeting with scientists and 
space officials, answering ques- 
tions and telling what they saw, 
felt and did during their six-day 
flight. 


They will get their first day 


off in weeks on New Year's Day 
hen the debriefing will resume 
Jan. 2 and continue until Jan. 8.

Ring Ocif the Old, Ring in the New 


The excitements of the holidays, espe- 


cially the amazing trip of our astronauts 
around the moon, are apt to make us forget 
that 1968 was not a year wholly of triumph. 


Despite the moves toward peace, the 


war still raged at the year's end in 
Vietnam. There was renewed violence in 
our cities and on university campuses, a 
realization that a great many people in our 
country were not sharing in affluence or 
even equal rights, widespread disillusion in 
government, and even the willingness to 
move toward violent revolt and anarchy 
The rates of violent crime continued to 
increase and even the streets of the capital 
of the United States were not safe for the 
innocent And there were the appalling 
tragedies in Memphis and Los Angeles. 


But 1968 was also a year of advance* 


ments. There were the successful heart 
transplants and the growing realization 
that force alone can curb neither crime nor 
dissent. Our two party system survived a 
time of crisis and a president was forced to

change his policies and even his ambitions 
because of legitimate democratic opposi- 
tion. There was an acceptance that the war 
in Vietnam must,end, and that there must 
be a political settlement. The journey of 
the astronauts, for i time at least, made us 
see the Earth in the perspective of 
the 


immense universe. It becomes imperative 
that we work toward solving our problems 
not as the lone centers of that universe or 
spinning aimlessly. in space but with 
awareness of our common bonds. 


An anonymous author a century ago 


wrote that "the old year is dead, the new 
year is born. . .we rejoice that we are 
granted one more New Year's Day on 
which to begin again — not in our childish 
way, with utter disregard of the past, but 
trustingly, patiently, knowing that we must 
ever cany with us our past, and rejoicing 
that, with God's help, we can make the 
future better because of the past. . .We 
know nothing of what it brings, we know 
only that it is God's New Year, may He 
bless it to us all." 


The observation often is made that the 


legislative process lags behind public 
opinion. We believe this summary applies 
to the uncertainty and political nervousness 
which was demonstrated in the Wisconsin 
Legislature in the past session when an 
implied consent statute was pushed aside 
from the highway safety package recom- 
mended by Gov. Warren Knowles. 


The governor has pledged that he will 


renew his recommendation when the new 
legislature meets next month. Perhaps the 
Wisconsin lawmakers could find meaning 
in the history of a similar statute in the 
State of Washington. 


Implied consent failed to win approval 


in five sessions of the legislature. Then, 
under voter initiative procedure in Wash- 
ington, a proposed law was placed on the 
ballot in the November election. It carried 
by a two to one margin and became law on 
Dec. 5.

Although considerable emphasis has

Washington voters, in making the law 


themselves, also supported reducing the

The Middle East Powder Keg 


The government of Israel virtually 


announced in advance its intent to raid the 
airport at Beirut, Lebanon. Last Friday 
spokesmen 
warned that Arab 
airliners 


were as vulnerable as the 
Israeli one 


attacked by Arab terrorists as it was ready 
to take off from the Athens airport. 


Transportation Minister Moise Carmel 


flatly stated that "we cannot relieve the 
government of Lebanon from responsibility 
for acts of sabotage organized on Lebanese 
soil with government encouragement." 


Here is the immense barrier to peace in 


the Middle East. 


The Popular Front for the Liberation of 


Palestine is a commando outfit of growing 
importance in the Arab world. To a people 
humiliated with defeat by Israel in only a 
few days in 1967, the commandoes have 
become heroes. No longer are the Egyp- 
tians or Syrians expected to get back 
Palestine. Instead the Popular Front, sup- 
ported by almost every Arab government 
although sometimes clandestinely, has be- 
come the hope of the refugees. 
Even 


moderate Arab leaders like King Hussein of 
Jordan and King Sisal of Saudi 
Arabia 


have felt it politically essential to give some 
amount of help to the front or at least not 
to oppose it openly. Funds have been 
collected in Saudi Arabia, Kuwait 
and 


Lebanon and it has been reported there has 
been financial support for the front from 
Arabs living in the United States and 


Canada. King Hussein, in a recent cabinet 
shakeup, has managed to oust three former 
members who openly favored commando 
tactics and the adamant stands against 
any kind 
of political 
settlements for 


political Palestine. Commission spokesmen 
have also pointed out that peace could 
come only when the Arab world accepted 
the existence of the state of Israel. But 
these are small efforts in what is obviously 
the most explosive area of the world today. 


The only real solution in the Middle 


East is Arab recognition for Israel, and an 
Israeli withdrawal from the areas taken in 
the June war. This was the essence of the 
United Nations resolutions passed more 
than a year ago by the General Assembly, 
but the goal seems more remote than ever. 


Politically, the commandoes are both an 


asset to Arab leaders and a liability since 
they give them a means of national pride 
but threaten economic stability and prog- 
ress. Soviet aid to the Arab countries has 
increased the tension, but the sale of 
American Phantom jets to Israel undoubt- 
edly gave that country more confidence as 
well. If the Russians can accept the fact 
that Israel cannot be abandoned and that 
the continued unrest risks an American- 
Soviet confrontation, they may be able to 
cool off the Arab terrorists, but at this 
moment the situation is seriously heating 
up. And it will be difficult for the 
commandoes to back down.

Wisconsin Report

MADISON - For the re- 


porter who has sat in its press 
gallery many times before, 
waiting for the legislature to 
convene is like waiting for the 
winter to come. It will be a 
long and hard season, under 
the best of circumstances, and 
just now the political weather 
forecasts are {or a longer and 
more difficult season than is 
usual in Wisconsin 


For the 26 new members out 


of the 133 who will soon come 
to Madison, the difference 
won't be especially noted. 
They will have no previous 
experience to use as a bench- 
mark. But some of the old 
tuners after five or six months 
will find themselves wistfully 
recalling the days, not so long 
ago, when they could come to 
Madison in Jaunary, expect 
comfortably l o n g weekends 
and a leisurely schedule of 
daily work, and then return to 
their farms, or offices, or

whatever in late spring or 
early summer, having wound 
up legislative business for the 
biennial term.

lative jobs full-time occupa- 
tions in name, if not yet in 
fact 


There is a tendency some- 


times to gauge a legislature's 
work load by the number of 
propositions laid 
before 
it. 


Numbers of bills may range 
up to 2,000 or more. Freshman 
legislators are normally the 
most prolific, having saved up 
ideas during the years before 
they came to Madison and 
being also more susceptible to 
the requests of constituents 
and pressure groups for the 


Instruction of measures under 
their names. 


But that is like comparing 


walnuts with pineapples. The 
true measures of a legisla- 
ture's work is in the major 
issues that confront it, and 
this year the major issue is 
not only obvious to all but its 
difficulties and hazards are 
already clearly understood to 
anyone who has paid the 
slightest heed to what has 
been going on in state govern- 
ment and politics. 


It will be the painful issue of 


extracting yet more money 
from the purses of taxpayers, 
who are increasingly showing 
their restiveness about Die 
cost of government, or of 
denying the expenditure de- 
mands of some of the most 
powerful of the institutional 
interests. For many a repre- 
sentative in Madison this year, 
it will appear to be a choice 
that can only damage him po- 
litically. 


Standing for high taxes is 


politically dangerous. But 
standing against some of the 
great lobbies, notably some of 
the powerful public service 
lobbies, is even more risky as 
the seasoned men in both 
houses know, and as the 
fledglings will quickly learn. 


In the end there will be a 


compromise, as always. There 
will be less spending than the 
eager agencies want, but a 
less onerous tax load than 
would result if all their de- 
mands were satisfied. 


When the 1967 legislature 


was organized, the rules were 
changed to authorize standing 
committees of both houses to 
hold regular meetings and 
hearings during periods of 
legislative recess. The idea 
was largely promoted by Har- 
old Froehlich of Appleton, 
when he was chosen speaker 
of the Assembly for the 1967 
legislative term The hope was 
that, by encouraging commit- 
tees to consider issues and 
problems and making recom- 
mendations on them in ad- 
vance of the regular session, 
time could be saved and more 
reliable decisions made. 


Perhaps it is premature to 


make a judgment on the 
device. But it is apparent that 
relatively little interim work 
has been achieved, and it is 
extremely doubtful that the 
duration of the new legislature 
will be significantly altered 
because of such interim delib- 
erations and hearings that 
were provided. 


It will be a long season in

Strictly Personal 
Tactful People Censor 
Selves Before Talking

At an International Design 


Conference in Aspen a few 
summers ago, a psychological 
researcher recounted an exper- 
iment he had conducted in 
"listening to people." 


Interviewing a r a n d o m 


group of subjects, he asks 
them to wear earphones that 
feed them "white noise"—a 
kind of radio static that is ac- 
tivated by the subject's voice, 
so that he can't hear himself 
talking. 


In this situation, where the in- 


terviewer can talk to the sub- 
ject and hear what he says, 
while the subject can hear only 
the interviewer and not him- 
self, some surprising results 
show up. One of them, he re- 
ported, "is that people re- 
duce their ability to control 
their speech." 


As an example the research- 


er gave, one man when asked 
"How 
do you and your wife 


get along?" might reply, "We 
get along just fine," and then 
add quietly, "That's a lot of 
crap." When the taped inter- 
view is played back to him, he 
doesn't at all remember mak- 
ing the latter remark. 


We all censor our thoughts 


before speaking, for • nwnber 
of reasons, some food and 
some bad. But what is inter- 
esting is that if we can't hear 
ourselves apeak, we lose some 
control over our "feedback" 
mechanism. A n d , actually, 
many persons cannot "hear" 
what they are saying even 
without the interference of 
white nolat. 


This inability accounts for a 


lot of whit we toottly call 
"tactlessness," which ii rare- 
ly conscious or dtttbarate on 
the person's part. On the other 
hand, person* called "dtpkv

cians, have superb feedback, 
which allows them to censor 
their true thoughts completely, 
even as they are speaking with 
persuasive fervor. 


A good politician is able to 


monitor every phrase and tone 
as it issues from his lips, 
and to keep making continuous 
adjustments as he senses the 
mood of the audience.

why, 
by the way, so many 


skillful politicians sound life- 
less when reading a prepared 
script, which does not allow 
for deviation or "feedback" 
from the environment.) 


Most of us, however are 


more like the old lady on the 
witness stand who snapped 
back at the judge: "How can I 
know what I think until I hear 
what I say?" And even alter 
we hear what we say, many of 
us are unaware of the way it 
sounds to others, or now a 
seemingly "innocuous" state- 
mem of ours is underlaid with 
a heavy emotional charge.

Signals on Medicare 


Forrrwr Htro of AMA Will IM Lading Fight 


For Extended Eligibility for Mtdical Aid

WASHINGTON - Rep. Wilbur

As part of a 
general Social Security revision 
either this year or next, Mills 
will propose — and probably 
win — extension of medicare to 
the physically disabled regard- 
less of age. 


Bringing in the disabled won't 


markedly enlarge 
medicare's 


rolls. But the AMA opposes any 
scheme leading toward the lib- 
eral goal of federally-financed 
health insurance for everybody 
(a goal Mills certainly does not 
subscribe to). 


Moreover, the medical lobby

$9,000) rather than raising the 
tax rate.

An experimental chemical fin- 


ish for durable press cotton, 
which allows alterations to be 
made without leaving eld crease 
marks, has been developed by 
scientists of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (USDA). 


In tests by USDA's Agricul- 


tural Research Service, creases 
were taken out and re-set where 
desired by pressing with a hot 
iron. 


Wrinkle resistance and dura- 


bility of creases in cotton de- 
pend on resilience imparted by 
chemically tying the molecules 
of cellulose together. This cross- 
linkage, as it is called, causes 
the fabric to resist mussing, 
wrinking and the removal of 
creases put in during treatment. 


In their exploratory research, 


chemists Mrs. Mary Ann F. 
EJrannan and Dr. Stanley P. 
Rowland were able to crosslink 
the cotton molecules after pre- 
viously locking the catalyst in 
the fibers. 


Ordinarily a catalyst, used to
